20 Application be made to him for such Alteration by the Owner or 
[Bill55.]-Sess.2. A Owners, 
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Owners; or reputed Owner or. Owners of such Laud, stating therein 
the Grounds on which such Application is made, and the Name of 
the Lands which it is proposed by such Owner or Owners to sub- 
stitute for the Name of such Lands so entered on such Ordnance 
Map.
